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A VIOLATION OF FREE SPEECH. 
' The dispersing of meetings called in Philadel- 
phia, ostensibly to protest against the execution 
of Francisco Ferrer, has been widely discussed as 
another invasion of the right of free speech. So 
consistent has been police action of this kind 
and so wide the comment that confusion of the 
real meaning of this form of liberty is inevitable 
unléss we recall the difference between {it and 

unlicensed abuse of privilege, | 
Nobody will venture to risk his reputation as a 


{man of sense so far as to justify anticipative 


police prohibition as lawful. Everybody who has 
any. knowledge of history, the growth of the idea 
of liberty and its embodiment in law will agree 
that: the prohibition of meetings, with the 
expulsion and dispersion of. assemblies is 


Jan outrageous and wicked violation of funda- 


1 right—right, supposed to be so well se- 
cured by law that it could not possibly be ques- 
tioned, much less violated. 

“Under the Jaw these people in Philadelphia 
had a right to assemble and peacably to discuss 
the question proposed, and pass such resolutions 
at they chose. They had the ‘further right to dis- 
cuss any idea, notion, vagary or cratikery they 
pleased. This is elementary and :otorious. It does 
not need proof: But the rigMt of free speech and 
free assembly, like all other rights, must be regu- 
lated in the public interest. Therefore, when a 
speaker, in the course of his discussion, utters 


| Words calculated or designed to excite a riot, or 


suggests murder or other crime, he leaves the firm 
ground of right and becomes a wrongdoer, liable 
as such to prosecution; ang the pofice may stop 
the speaking if'a riot or murder is actually 
imminent. The right to liberty is the right to 
liberty in order, not in disorder, The distinction 
ig elementary and no police chief is incapable of 
perceiving it. | : 


The, Philadelphians had not committed .this 
abuse of liberty and nobody, not even a polive 
chief, has: a right to assume that they intended 
to abuse {t. Had the chief pursued the lawful 
course he would have allowed the meeting to as- 
sero',le and thé orators to speak, and unless they 
used language caleylated to excite violence of 
any kind-or any sort of disturbance of public 
order, he should have allowed them to proceed 
to sdiournment without interference. 

Interference with public meetings has become 
a habit in this country. The Philadelphia chief 
is not the only lawbreaker in this respect. And 
it is regrettable that there is not enough power 
of indignation and abhorrence of the violation of 
right by those in authority among the American 
people to raise a protest against the practice. 
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The men who are baiting Uncle Joe Cannon 
will hardly be so defiant when he takes the gavel 
riext December and looks down on them from 
the Speaker’s chair. 
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ABOLISH THE TEN COMMANDMENTS. 

After a long slumber, Harvard University has 
awakened to the needs of the new age and, in the 
person of Prof. Thomas Nixon Carver, who pro- 
fesses! political economy and sociology, offers a 
centribution to the thought of the day which will 
make Mr. Rockefeller’s professors in Chicago turn 
green with envy. — ; ig 

Prof. Carver proposes to amend, supplément 
edit, or abolish outright, the Ten Commandments. 

The report of Prof. Carver’s statement is not 
so full or clear as it might be, but. he seems to 
think a command against drinking is needed. He 
says, too, that the prohibition against blasphemy 
is unnecessary: in these days. Profanity fs a 
matter of taste, rather than of morals, and a man 
who indulges it is not a. sinner, buf one whose 
vocabulary is limited and whose taste is bad. Prof. 
Carver thinks the commandments were good 
enough for the time and people to whom they 
were addressed, but are out of place and out of 
date in these modern times. : 

It may be so; but people who have not the ad- 
ventage of the Harvard point of view believe that 
the old "Adam is just as young and spry in the 
days of Taft as he was in the days of Moses. And 
his tricks are just. the same sprightly, sinful 
frauds he used to play when Moses turned Ais 
‘back and left Aaron to sit on the lid. In some 
social groups and classes, sin has become more 
gentlemanly and ladylike, but still it Is sin, and 
we can’t get along without the two tables of the 
law, which will do very well without amendment, 

But probably Prof. Carver does not mean just 
what he is reported to have said. It is an up-to- 
date custom to put professors on the stand and 
make them tell what they think and believe, just 
like politicias and preachers. In such circum- 
stances, if the wise man has nothing ta say, he 
should say it, but Instead of taking that way out 
he often talks nonsense. In this respect Harvard 
professors have no advantage over tnose of Chi- 
cago or Leland Sanford.

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BUSINESS AND PSYCHOLOGY. 

As psychology ts “the science of the soul,” it 
may be hard to write of its application to the 
sale of dry goods without talking some nonsense.

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THE UNITED RAILWAYS’ PLEA. 
The answer of the Municipal Assembly to the 


whimpering plea of the United Railways directors 
that the Council resolution providing for an in- 
vestigation of the company’s conduct be sup- 
pressed, was the carrying into effect of the reso- 
lution. The Council stood by its action and named 
its members of the special committee. The House 
passed the resolution and selected its committee- 
men. No other answer could be given. 

The corporation has a right to test the validity 
of the mill tax in the courts. It can exhaust every 
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tion of the tax. . Nevertheless, as a public service 
corporation it must expect to be tried before the 


Paetense becomes a mere attempt to delay and 
evade obligations which in all vital points have 


been decided by the municipal authorities and 
the courts to be legally and morally binding, The 
only way to settle the question of the legitimacy 
of the corporation’s defense in the matter of the 
mill tax’ fight is through investigaticn. If the 
company is right it will be vindicated; if it is 
wrong the fact will be made clear. 

-So with the other points of the indictment. 
They are proper subjects of investigation. No in- 
justice to the company is intended, nor will any 
be inflicted by a fair inquiry. The corporation is 
expected to return a denial of the accusations 
upon which the investigation resolution is 
grounded. That’ is its right. But assuming that 
its denia] of the charges is justified by the facts, 
it ought not to object to an investigation which 
will exhibit the truth to the public. It should 
seek an investigation as a means of vindication. 

The «Municipal Assembly, in determining what 
it shall do to protect the rights and interests of 
the people, cannot take account of the stock mar- 
ket. It cannot govern its action by consideration 
of the influence it may exert on stocks and bonds. 
No legitimate interests will be injured.by throw- 
ing the light of publicity on the conditions of the 
street railway service. The vital point ig not 
the interest of bondholders, stockholders and 
speculators, but the interest of the public, for 
‘whose. service the United Railways was char- 
tered and supplied with franchise grants. 

Is the service adequate? Is. the corporation 
dodging its taxes? Is it evading its obligations? 

These are the questions. to be determined by 
the Municipal Assembly as the body charged with 
tbe protection of the public right and interest. 
Equity demands that it first ascertain the actua: 
facts by impartial inquiry as a basis for just 
action. 3 . 
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But it will not be the first time bonds have 
been issued to make the water deeper. The im- 
portant point is that they always make it deeper. 
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ABNORMAL CONDITIONS ABOVE AND BELOW. 

Dr. Richard Cabot, associate professor of med- 
icine at Harvard, in a recent address on social 
work observed that it was as much a profession 
as médicine; that in both “it was necessary to 
diagnose the case, and the same process was 
necessary before you could take up the treat- 
ment.” 

On this ground he advanced the proposition 
that “this work of charities was as much needed 
by the rich\people as by the poor and that the 
time would come when these points would be 
developed.” 

All this is very true. It rests upon’ the un- 
questionable fact that the human organism de- 
velops, subject to. the limits of the conditions, 
and if conditions are abnormal we cannot expect 
a well-rounded, normal man or woman to grow 
toward perfection in-them. 

It cannot’ be said: that the wealthy always 
live in normal conditions. Too, much is just as 
great an evil, it may be, as too little. There is 
always a danger to relax discipline with a boy 
who has all he wants and need not struggle for 
his bread. The notion creeps in that it may not 
be necessary for him to struggle for an educa- 
tion. Moreover, a sheltered life will not grow 
ac it should. Without struggle, strife of some 
sort, a boy does not get the needed exercise 
for his faculties, to keep them in condition, and 
fit them for use in after life. 

Abnormal conditions at the top and bottom 
of society—these make the one object of the 
social worker, and those workers who imagine 
-they survey the whole field when they explore 
the conditions of extreme poverty have only half 
learned the lesson of social pathology.

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PRAGUE’S MUNICIPAL RAILWAY SYSTEM. 
rrom a Consular Report. 

Consul Joseph I. Brittain writes of the working ot 
the street railways of Prague: 

“The net receipts of the municipally managed elec- 
tric railways of this Bohemian city for the 11 years 
ended with 1908, after paying heavy interest on bor- 
rowed capital, were $629,371, The gross receipts in 
1908 amounted to $1,965,372, and the net profits to $275,- 
145, against $118,145 in 1907. Among the expenses in 
1908 were $37,715 paid as pensions to aged and sick 
workmen and those injured in the discharge of their 
duty, and $62,876 in tolls for the privilege of crossing 
five bridges over the Moldau. Four of the bridges 
are without street car tracks. During 1908 there were 
370 collisions with cars and other objects, in which 
two persons were killed and 15 injured. The total 
length of the street railway lines is a little more than 
thirty-six miles, and this year several miles of. new 
track are being built, giving service to other parts 
of the city. In all there are 292 motor cars, 122 
trailers, and six snow plows. The cars have a total! 
seating capacity of 6504. 








CANADA AND HER UNPRODUCTIVE ARZAS. | 


From the Daily Consular Reports. 

The annual report of the Canadian Pacific Railway 
for the year ending June %, 1909, presented at the 
annual meting on Oct. 6, has an interesting state- 
ment in regard to their treatment and subsequent 
sale of desert areas. The directors set apart about 
995,000 acres, called the ‘‘western block,” of which 
£53,000 are irrigable and over which canals and ditches 
have bee ndug. Of this land, 69,963 acres have been 
cold at an average price of $24.71 an‘acre. The re- 
maining sales of land, amounting for the year to 
about 300,000 acres, brought only an average of $10.96 
an acre. The expériment has been 80 successfy! in 
opening up a very,large body of land which would 


be otherwise unproductive of traffic that the direct- | 


ors are considering the advisability of extending the 
irriga‘ion system to another block of about one mil- 
lion acres.

City Proves Its Appreciation 
of Collection. 


MASTERPIECES SHOWN 


Two Hundred Canvasses by 
150 American Artists Seen 
at Forest Park. 


By FRANCIS EB. A. CURLEY, 
Secretary of the St. Louis Museum of 
Fine Arts. 

The “Fourth Annual Exhibition of ony 
lected Paintings by American Artists,’ 
Park has 
brought before St. Louisans a wealth 
of beautiful pictures afd a comprehen- 
sive opportunity to study American art. 

It has been assérted that St. Louis !s 
not artistically inclined, to the ,degree 
which she should attain as the leader of 
Western thought. The fact that about 
60,000 persons have trailed behind the 
automobile in Western Forest Park, 
where there are né foot walks, and 
visited this. collection of American 
paintings, seéms to indicate St. Louis 
has popular interest. 

Visitors Are Studious. 

The collection itself is too big and va- 
ried, too full.of story and suggestion, 
and of thé wonderfully varied appeals 
of art, for anyone to take it in, inva 
single visit. On this account, it is ad- 
mitted at the museum, some deduction 
must be made from the figures of at- 
tendance, in estimating the number of 
different visitors. Many havé made 
several visits to the museum in the five 
weeks that this a at has been on 
view. 

A page was devoted to this collection 
in the Sunday Post-Dispatch at the time 
the exhibition was opened, to illustrate 
merican art, 
and the lessons to be derived from the 
nspired and successful work of Ameri- 
can painters. The interest of the St. 
Louis public shows that this aspect of 
the exhibition is appreciated. 

The crowds visiting the collection are 
Studious and earnest. There are few 
visitors for mere curfosity, but many 
who come to observe seriously and en- 
joy. The St. Louis public at the Art 
Museum galleries is observant and com- 
prehending, and with few exceptions the 
best pictures from the educational point 
of view are also the most popular. 


| 


Thése are the works in which the truths 


of art and the realities of imaginatively 
creatéd beauty are most clearly im- 
pressed, and in which the American 
spirit most clearly is seen. 

Such a. work is the significant and 
kneeling picture, “Early Bvening,” by 
Winslow Homer, a painting which 
Sscems to sing in full, low tones of the 
brotherhood of man and the mother- 
hood of nature. The coloring of Mr. 
Homer’s great picture has elements of 
depth and broadness which: give it an 
epic eloquence. 

Old Theme, New Portrayal. 

Another splendid painting, convincing 
of the American artist's power, is Mr. 
George de Forest Brush’s ‘“‘Mother and 
Child.” This is a study in brown, with 
contributing notes of other colorg, The 
composition is upon the circular scheme 
which this artist sé often uses and of 
which he is one of the most masterful 
exponents. The theme is as old as 
the art of painting, and yet for such 
painters as Mr. Brush, always new. 
There is equisite refinement in this por- 
trayal, accompanied by a heightening 
of thé sense of actuality and convic- 
tion. The work is absolutely sincere. 
It is a splendid picture in which to 
study the American sentiment in art, 
for it is doubtful whether any Iivng 
Frenchman, German or Italian could 
have painted it. 

An example of ‘the fin de siecle, con- 
trasting and yet strafigely comparing 
with such art as that of Mr. Brush’s, is 
Edmund cC. Tarbell’s largest picture 
called ‘‘The Golden Screen.” A girl, the 
embodiment of life, action, and sym- 
pathetic independence, a typically Amer- 
fcan girl, ig vividly painted and in a 
manner which makes her a center of 
radiant and interpreting light. Could 
some of the old masters have painted 
in this way, they might have omittea 
the halos with which they surrounded 
their esints and angels, in the attempt 
to symbolize. what Tarbell makes rea). 

“Long Ago” a Contrast, - 

Again 'contrdsting is another splendid 
picture in the same gallery with Mr. 
Tarbell’s masterpiece, contrasting be- 
cause beautiful in still another and very 
different way. This is John W. Alex- 
ander’s portrait study walled “Long 
Ago.” Here also am American girl is

ENUMERATION. OF 1790 


Butchers’ 
$44,000, but $14,000,000 Is 
Provided This Time. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. %.—The first im- 
portant step in the gigantic task of 
taking the thirteenth decennial United 
States cen3us was begun when civil 
service examinations were held in New 
York, Boston, Philadelphia, Atlanta, 


New Orleans, Cincinnati, St. Paul, San 
Francisco, Denver and several other 
large cities for the selection of the first 
batch of the 3000 temporary clerks who 
are to be appointed in the Census Bu- 
reau. 

Very few appo!ntments from the ex- 
amination will be made before the first 
of the year, and not many will ‘be 
made until next April. The maximum 
force will be drawn about next August. 

Those 3000 appointees wil! 

‘salisries of about $600 per annum at the 
 Deginning, but promotions to $900 per an- 
num, at least, will be reasonably rapid 
for those who render satisfactory serv- 
ice. 

Appointments on Probation. 

All appointments will be on probation, 
, Subject to termination at one month or 
any later period if the appointee does 
not come up te the requirements. 

Dring the period of greatest activity 
about 4500 clerks will be employed in 
the office and 65,000 in the field. This 
forces represents a larger body than the 
combined population of New York and 
Boston 120 years ago, when the first cen 
sus Was taken. 

The enumeration of 1790 cost $44,000, 
and, at that, the money ran out and the 
names were never printed. Next year’s 
“eensus has behind it an appropriation 
of $10,000,000 and an emergency fund 
of $4,000,000 additional. 

In other words, the design is to pro- 
ceed regardless of cost, efficiency being 
of more importance than economy. The 
_@im is to make the census of 1910 the 
.most efficient ever taken in the United 
States. 

The first census numbered the inhab- 
tants of the 13 original states. On 
the whole, it was vastly more difficult 
to take the first census than it will be to 
take the forthcoming enumeration of 
1910. Conditions were much more diffi- 
cult. All work West of the Alleghenies 
was practically abandoned, in spite of 
the fact that there was an important 
interest In the Northwest, but Detroit 
Was not reported, neither was Vincennes 


Religious Superstition, 

Philadelphia was then the capital of 
thé nation and Washington was still a 
paper plan without a name, but popu- 
jarly called the “Federal City.’’ Only 
ene wall of the White House had been 
built, and the site for the national Capi- 
tol had been scarcely surveyed. 

The ennnierators employed to take the 
fret census were not even provided with 
blanks, and they used such odds and 
ends as they chariced to have, or could 
beg or borrow, such as butchers’ brown 
paper, bits of parchment, ‘the back of 
wallpaper or slips pasted in long rib- 
* bons. 

One of the greatest difficulties in tak- 
ing the enumeration was a religious 
kuperstition. Many of the preachers 
were violently op »sed to the census, be 
@ause in biblical times a curse fell over 
the land when the children of Israe! 
were numbered. 

The first sensus showed a population 
of 3,490,000 whites and 700,000 slaves, or 
every fifth person In the country was a 
slave.

New York will elect a Mafor and bor- 
ough and county officers. Campaigns 
in New York are usually strenuous, and 
are generally carried on without regard 
to the amenities of polite intercourse, 


pr is generally admitted to be the 
most villainous ever conducted. 
There were plenty ‘of issues which 
could ‘have been: debated in a dignified 
manner, such as subways, the checking 
of extravagance in government, etc. but 
early in the campaign all normal dis- 
cussion was supplanted by vilification 
and abuse. 
Interest, of course, centers in the fight 
for the mayoralty, for which there are 
three contenders—William J. Gaynor, 
running as an independent, indorsed by 
Tammany; William R. Hearst, running 
as the nominee of the Civic Alliance, a 
party organized to give him a name 
and emblem to run under after Tam- 
many captured the  Independencé 
League machinery, and Otto T. Ban- 
nard, the Republican-fusion nominee, 
Hearst Bolted Fusion Move, 

Mr. Bangard's , nomination was the 
result of the long series of conferences 
under the auspices of the “committee 
of 100°’ which undertook to focus all 
the anti-Tammany element in support 
of one ticket. Hearst’s old Indepen- 
dence League and the Republican ot 
ganization were expected to furnish the 
main strength of the anti-Tammanhy 
movement, ‘but before the conferencés 
had reached the stage of the naming 
ofa candidate, Mr. Hearst bolted with 
his forces, because the platform was too 
conservative on municipal ownership and 
other Independence League issues. 

This left the Republican bosses in 
control of ,the fusion movement and 
they immediately nominated Mr. Ban- 
nard, a representative of the financial 
element, and a man of trust affilia- 
tions apparently displeasing to the la- 
bor element. 

Mr. Hearst; after a few days’ silence, 
in response to a set of questions pre-

DEBTS, GROWS VERY ANGRY 


His Former Friend ‘the Kaiser Is 
Permitting Creditors to» Collect 


From the German Banks. 
Special Correspondence of the Post- 
Dispatch. 

BERLIN, Oct. 30.—Former Sultan Ab- 
dul Hamid of Turkey is protesting 
against the German Government’s con- 
fiscation of a part of his savings which 

he had intrusted to German banks. 

The money has not been confiscated 

for Government purposes, but to pay 
debts of the ex-despot. 
. It may be remembered that Abdul 
Hamid and the Kaiser were once on 
quite intimate terms, but it seems the 
Kaiser has deserted the man out of a 
job. The Kaisef feels that anyone 
owing money should pay it, and if he 
does not do of his own accord there 
are ways to make him pay. That Is 
what Germany is doing for Abdul 
Hamid. 

Among those’ who sued the ex-Sultan 
in Germany are Dr. Bier, former physi- 
cian to the Abdul Hamid; Prof. Baluken- 
korn, whom the ex-Sultan had commis- 
sioned to explore the basin of the Dead 
Sea; many architects and carpenters, 
two restaurant keepers who furnished 
food to the palace, two musicians, two 
jewelers, one translator and two con- 
tractors.

“That's the man,”’ he said, when ‘tak- 
en to the police station last Wednes- 
day. “Same cap and shirt. But his 
nose doesn't louk quite long enough.”

NEW YORK, Oct. 30.—James Don- 
ahue, a painter on the Williamsburg 
Bridge, owes his life to one of the 
most singular combinations of luck 
and chance imaginable. His compan- 
lon on a scaffold, suspended under 
the big bridge, 150 feet above the 
water’s edge, was dashed to death on 
a stone abutment beneath. 

Owen Finnegan, the other painter, 
was helping Donahue rig the scaf- 
fold against the side of the giant 
pier. The scaffold swung six feet 
below the iron. work of the bridge 
structure. Finnegan was tying a knot 
when he lost his grip on the rope 
and the scaffold flopped downward 
at‘his end. His body shot out into 
space. 

Donahue, taken unawares, lost his 
hold on the scaffolding and his body, 
too, was hurled into, midair, 

Donahue was falling like a dead 
weight of lead when he came to a 
sudden halt. He was jerked almost 
out of his clothing, and then swung 
against the bridge pier with a jolt 
that -nearly knocked him senseless. 
He hung there, head downward, with 
a swinging grappling hook fastened 
securely in the belt of his trousers. 

In descending his body had struck 
one of the dangling ropes hanging 
from the bridge, at the end of which 
was this hook. The hook happened 
to catch his clothing. 

‘A policeman swung a second rope 
to the painter’s reach and Donahue 
seized it. Then with great difficulty, 
because Of his Injured arms, he grad- 
ually pulled himself up until his head 
was upright.

Routes Changed Often. 

Scarcely any of the lines terminating 
downtown are now operated on the 
streets that were originally given to 
their use.

the Revised Code, which requires that 
the direction of cars may not be perma- 
rently altered’ without the consent of 
the Mayor and the President of the 
Council. Except in a few instances no 
such permission has ever been given or 
requested. 

Cars on Olive, Laclede, Market, Ho- 
clamont, Manchester, Spring, Lee, 
Bellefontaine, Cass and other Iines 
are now traversing routes not au- 
thorized either by franchises or ordl- 
nances, 

The Olive cars are not entitled. to 
make the loop over Fourth street, Lo- 
cust street and» Broadway. The La- 
clede line is running on Pine street 
without’ the requiréd sanction. The He- 
diamont cars and those of the Meramec 
and Maplewood divisions should:go from 
Sixth to Fourth street over Elm, and 
rot over Pine street and Market_.¥street. 

Cass avenue cars, if the franchise was 
observed, would run from Morgan 
street to Walnut street over Eighth 
instead of Sixth street, and terminate 
at the Southern Hotel. The Bellefon- 
taine cars ought to begin and end their 
trips downtown at Eads Bridge. For 
years they have been operated on 
streets on which the old California ave- 
nue cars were given a franchise. 

Special Agreements Made. 

This departure from the routes speci- 
fied in the franchises has been so fre- 
quent and so radical as to be confus- 
ing to those who try to trace the differ- 
ent lines existing. eight or ten years 
ago. 

In many ,of the franchises granted 
within the last 16 years, the grantees ac- 
cepted a special provision to the effecr 
that they would abide by the regula- 
tions then in force or to be imposed 
thereafter. 

Only a few of the operative fran- 
chises contain any specifc agreement 
as to the number and frequency of trips 
to be made by cars, but at least seven 
important lines are subject to that con- 
dition, 

The franchise cof the Vandeventer line 
requires that cars be operated at inter- 
vals of not more than seven minutes be- 
tween 6 a. m. and 12 midnight. Per- 
sons who travel on that line charge 
that this provision is more notices) 
because of its breach than bec 
its observance. 

City Reserved Rights. 

The Clayton & Forest Park Railway, 
now part of the Delmar line and the 
Clayton line, obtained its franchise witn 
the understanding that the city shouta 
have the right to impose reasonable reg- 
viations. The/same is true of the South- 
ampton division, the Suburban (Hodia- 
mont division), of 10 miles of road oper- 
ated under the Central Traction fran. 
chise, and of the Taylor line. 

To comply , with its fFanchise, the 
United Railways Co. should operate cars 
on Sarah stréet and Union avenue at 
intervals of not more than 10 minutes 
between 6 a. m. and midnight. This, tr 
is asserted, is not done. In the franchise 
covering each of those lines there is, tn 
addition to the Clause governing the 
frequency of trips, & proviso that the 
City may impose such other regulations 
ang agreements as are necessary.

When the Municipal Assembly six 
years ago passed ordinances regulat- 
ing service on the street railways, it 
authority under the Constitution, the 
Charter and thé decisions of the Sp- 
preme Court. The United Railways Co., 
seemingly, concurred in that view, be- 
cause in some particulars it has com- 
plied with those regulations. The com- 
pany, for instance, makes daily reports 
of its revenue passengers—as required 
by one of the ordinances adopted at 
that time. In fact, the only one of the 


tacked in the courts is that imposing 
a tax of 1 mill for each revenue passen- 
ger it hauls. ' 

But while not openly resisting the or- 
dinances, the United Railways Co. has 
not obeyed them. The principal regula- 
tions touching the frequency, comfort 
and safety of the street railway service 
in St. Louis are considered as good as 
those ,effective in any other city. They 
fail only because they are not willingly 
observed by the United Railways Co., 
or enforced by the people’s officials. 

The company's disregard of the regu- 
lations concerning schedules fs a multi 
ple violation. Nearly all the cars on 
every line are operated in eonflict with 
it. 

Schedules Disregarded. 

Here is the schedule that the city has 
established: 

In the section between Grand avenue, 
the river and Arsenal street (known as 
the central district), cars are to be run: 

Between 5:30 and 6:30 a. m., and be- 
tween 4:30 and 6:30 p. m., at intervals 
of no. more than three minutes, except 
Sunday, when the maximum interval is 
to be four minutes; between 8:30 a. m. 
and 4:30 p. m. at intervals of not more 
than six minutes; between 6:20 p. m..and 
midnight at intervals of not more than 
eight minutes; between midnight and 5:30 
a. m. at intervals of not more than one 
hour. 

In the section west of Grand avenue 
(known as the outer district) this is the 
scnedule: 

Between 5:30 a.°m. and 8 @.'m., and 
between 5:30 and 7p. m: at intervals 
of not more than six minutes. 

Between 8 a. m. and 5:30 p. m. and be- 
tween 7 p. m. and midnight at inter- 
vals of not more than 7 minutes; 
between midnight and 5:30 a. m. at in- 
tervals of not more than one hour. 

It is frequently charged that cars on 
several important lines are not operat- 
ed accerding to these schcdules. The 
Vandeventer cars are frequently cited 
as examples. The “space” between the 
Manchester cars is 7% minutes for the 
greater part of the day. 

Failure to run owl cars on several 
divisions is also a violataion of the 
ordinances. The Seventh street, Comp- 
ton Heights, McPherson and Hamilton 
are some of the most important lines 
on which the law is ignored. 


Power Erakes Too Few, 
The ordinance requ'vring street cars 


to be equipped with power braxes is in- 
fringed, but not on any of the through 
lines. ‘“‘Dinkies on Taylor avenue, 
Spalding avenue and at other points in 
the city are not so equinped. 

At least one line of cars’ has been 
abandoned by the United Railways Co. 
That is the Spalding division. Orig- 
inally that line began at Spalding ave- 
nue and Kingshighway, traversed Spald- 
ing and Cottage avenues to Taylor ave- 
nue, that street to Finney avenue and 
Finney, Grand, Lucas and Washington 
avenues to Third street.

Tracks not in use are to be found oh 
Channing avenue, from -Cook to lLa- 
clede, Twenty-first street from. Wash- 
ington avenue to Pine street, Eighth 
street from Pine street to Walnut 
street, the east side of Sixth street 
from Locust street to Lucas avenue, 
Tenth street from Washington to Wash 
street,.on De Baliviere avenue and at 
other points in the city. 

These tracks have not been removed 
because the work would havé to be 
done at public expense if the United 
RailWays Co. should refuse to do it, and 
the cost of restoring the pavement 
would have to be borne by the cit¥. 
In some cases the tracks are maintained 
to meet emergencies, officials of the 
United Railways Co. say.

Rockefeller’s Gift Is but Half 
the Battle Won, Says 
octor, 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, Oct, 30.—The million 
dollars given by John D. Rockefeller to 
light the hookworm is half the/ battle 
won. It will take {2,000,000 to erad cate 

the hookworm.” ‘ 

This statement was made to the Post- 
Uispatch by Dr. Charles W. Stiles, the 
discoverer of the American hookworm. 
Dr, Stiles was at work at the time on 
the plans of organization for the Rocke- 
feller commission for the eradication of 
the hookworm disease. Whether he will 
leave the government service~—he is chief 
of the division of zoology of the Bureau 
of Public Health and Marine Hospital 
Service—he would not discuss, 

Dr. Stiles said that of the 2,000,000 peo- 
ple who are suffering from the hook- 
worm disease in the South hardly two 
cases are alike. Cases have been known 
where 20 worms killed the victim, while 
from another victim 4500 were taken. 

Barely Half an Inch Long. 

The worm, named by Dr. Stiles the 
“Necator Americanas,”’ or ‘American 
Murderer,” is barely half an inch long. 
To his activity ts due the inertia so 
common in the South. Dr. Stiles believes 
the first American hookworms came 
from Africa with the slaves. 

It is an easily cured disease. Doges™ 
of epsom salts and thymol, always un- 
der the direction of a phygician, wil! 
cure in from one day to a week. All 
over the South cases are being treated 
and Saturday half-holidays and Sundays 
are becoming known as “hookworm 
Gays.” It is at this time that the poor 
can remain away from Work iong 
enough to take the cure, 

Bradicaticn of the disease primarily 
depends upon cleaning up the homes 
and communities where the disease is 
found. Some of Dr. Stiles’ statistics 
show that the disease is not necessarily 
confined to the poor. 

In the University of Georgia Dr. 
Stiles found 30 per cent of the students 
infected, and of 75 students in New Or- 
leans 15 were infected. In Augusta, Ga., 
of 100 students, 11 had hookworm. These 
cases were discovered by superficial ex- 
amination and experiments have shown 
that a microscopic examination would 
have doubled the number. The worst 
havoc wrought by the heokworm is 
among the cotton mill workers of the 


South. se

A svit In equity to determine the right 
of certain stockholders to have divided 
among them one-half of-the net profits 
of the Terminal Railroad Association of 
St. Louis was filed in the Circuit 
Court Saturday by Attorney Bugene H. 
Angert. A sum approximating $1,979,751 
is involved. 

John A. Wittig, an IlMsoisan, who 
Owns 127 shares, is named as plaintiff, 
but Attorney Angert says he represents 
the other complaining stockholders, 
and that the suit is simply brought in 
the name of Wittig. 

The suit grows out of the purchase 
by the Terminal Association of 13,6w 
shares of stock of the Merchants’ Ter- 
minal Bridge and Railways Co. in Iss. 
According to the terms of the sale the 
ferminai, in a cohtract, obligated itseif 
to pay to the holders of the remaining 
stock (17,116 Shares) one-half of the net 
earnings of the company after a re- 
serve fund of $500,000 had been estan- 
lished. This was part of the consicera- 
ion by which these shareholders sold a 
portion of their gtock to the Terminal 

Paid for in Bonds. 

The deal wag negotiated by Charies 
D. MeClure and C. C. Rainwater, who 
acted for the shareholders. The Term- 
imal paid for the stock it obtained $70,- 
vw in second mortgage bonds. 

in violation of the contract, however, 
it is alleged that the Terminal has not 
divided the profits, although the 
amount specified for the reserve fund 
was reached in 1906. 

The petition recites that the net earn- 
ings for the fiscal year ending in June, 
1907, aggregated $1,548,173, for 188, the 
total was $600,079, and for 18 it was 
9992,012. These figures, combined with 
profits since accumulated, total $3,969,- 
w3, of which Mr. Angert alleges, his 
clients are entitled to one-half under 
ihe contract.

It is understood that while the 
terms of the contract are admitted, 
complaining stockholders and the Ter- 
minal have not been able to agree on 
the amount due. Mr. Angert returned 
last week from his summer vacation in 
Europe and took up the matter again 
with the Terminal. No compromise could 
be reached, however, and the attorney 
decided to bring suit immediately. 

The figures of the net earnings in- 
cluded in the petition were taken from 
the Terminal’s report to the Interstate 
“ommerce Commission. 

The Court is asked to require the Ter- 
minal to render an account of its op- 
eration of the Merchant company and 
of the receipts and expenditures since

A-MAN TURNS WITCH 





Pagans. Believe Men Are Re- 
born After Death by the 
Same Mother, 





Special Correspondence From Londen 
Bureau of the Post. Dispatch, 
LONDON, Oct. 21.—The pagan tribes 
brought under British administration by 
a recent military patrol] in the remote 
parts of the Nigerian province of Muri 
on the Upper Benue, are described as 
being of the lowest type, every viltage 
being cannibal. Worship consists of the 
worst form of fetish. In most cases 

the entire population is naked, 

These pagans believe in the transmi- 
gration of souls, a man being in their 
view reborn by the same mother after 
death. An evil man’s soul becomes a 
witch, whose fate is death by burning. 

In some cases the people worship a 


is represented as armed with a iong 
horn, which he blows at intervals. Some 
times this deity is fully clothed, on 
other occasions he is naked. One of the 
pagan deities kills all women who see 
him. 

Iron Spear Worshipsed. 

At a place called Bashima an iron 
spear was placed in the ground at a 
spot held in great reverence and wor- 
shipped by the people at night. In 
many of the houses are wooden idols. 
which are not objects of worship in 
themselves, but are, as a rule, images 
of departed. pagans. 

The force started from Gateri, on the 
borders of tHe Bauchi and Muri prov- 
inces, some thirty miles north cf the 
Benue, and marched in a southeast di- 
rection over entirely new country of 
which nothing was known except the 
extremely bad character of the people. 
The first places visited are described ag 
‘‘*shocking,”’ the inhabitants being 
among the lowest. Their persons were 
so offensive that even the native sol- 
diers were unable to remain near them. 

Some hundreds of these pagans assem- 
bled while the political officer. ex- 
plained to them the wishes of the Gov- 
ernment. As the patrol proceeded they 
found the inhabitants all working in 
their fields fully armed with spears and 
shields, 

A large meeting of the people was 
to the terms proposed by the British as 
punishment.for the killing and -eating 
of seven men. On the expiration of 24 
hours’ grace the force marched into the 
town, which was cleared after consider- 
able opposition. Two counter attacks 
were beaten off, the leading man being | 
shot. 

Forty Cannibals Killed. 

During the fighting, in which the pa- 
gans Jost 40 killed and 2 wounded, a na- 
tive sergeant who was in chargé of one 
of the sections displayed conspicuous 
gallantry. Owing to these operations 
the people became quite friendly, and it 
is not anticipated that they will give 
further trouble. 

The cause of almost all the inter- 
tribal fighting is the women-and the 
very common practice of taking wives 
without payment. There exists among 
certain tribes a custom of a regular ex- 
change of wives which leads to many 
complications. At the same time, the 
married women are perfectly moral. 

The patrol had great difficulty In ob- 
taining guides owing to rumors of pre- 
vious guides having been eaten. 

Among the people there exists a curl- 
ous custom of employing heralds, who, 
even in the time of warfare, are allowed 
to pass with safety from one belligerent 
village to another.

But _ Dilworth Hager, Washington's 
right halfback, who had played any- 
thing but a brilliant game up to that 
time, broke away during the second 
half for @ %-yard sprint and a touch- 
down, and that gave the varsity enough 
encouragement to send it down the field 
for arléther touchdown on straight foot- 
ball. 

The chief difficulty with the Myrtle 
and Maroon lads were that the lines- 
men were deadly slow, and the lighter 
Knox men.got the jump on them time 
and again. Swanson, Knox’s 170-pound 
center, played rings around Howe, the 
big boy of the Washington team, who 
weighs 210. 

Slow Was Too Quick.

AUTOIST, HAS NU 
TIME FOR FEAR 


Man Who Drove Car That 
Broke 100-Mile Record 
Visits St. Louis. 


“Bob” Burman, daredevil automobile 
driver, who is one of the men who has 
been handling Buick cars at all the big 
race meets in the country this season, 


is in St. Louis, en route tq the race, 


meet at Dallas, Tex., next week. Bur- 
man holds the world’s record for 100 
miles, made at New Orleans in Febru- 
ary, his time for the distance on a cir- 
cular mile track being 102 minutes, a 
record which the other big drivers of 
the country have tried vainly since to 
lower. 

Burman is % years old and has been 
driving racing cars for five years. He 
is as mild-mannered as a missionary to 
China, in spite of the fact that he drives 


@ car at a mile a minute speed with the 
same indifference to possible conse- 
quences as some people have in going 
to a funeral. 

“No, I don’t get scared,” said Bur- 
man in answer to a question. “I don’t 
get time. If anything is going to hap- 
pen, it always happens before the man 
in the racing machine has time to get 
scared. I was driving 75 miles an hour 
at Savannah early this season, when we 
butted into a tree. My mechanician had 
his thigh and wrist broken and one of 


-his ribs shoved through his lung. He 


was not feeling well enough to get 
scared and I forgot to until next day. It 
took him four months to get back into 
the car with me, but he is riding with 
me in all my races now. 


Public Likes Excitement. 
“There is a mistaken impression as to 
the reason for racing automobiles. We 
who race realize that the public goes to 
see the game for the excitement. The 
manufacturers of automobiles go into it 
for business reasons—that is, they do it 
to show the public that if an automo- 
bile can go 100 miles in 102 minutes and 
do it without injury to the car, that 
the same ear can certainly negotiate 
1000 miles at touring speed with perfect 
safety. 
“Then, tod, racing develops every 
weak point in a car. If there is a single 


- ‘soft’ ‘spot in the mechanism it shows 


up in a race, and that is the point the 
manufacturer immediately strengthens, 
Racing has done more to perfect the 
automobile than any other feature of 
the business. 

“Four years ago I drove in the first 
24-hour race that was ever attempted 
on the Old Fair 
Grounds track in St. Leuis, and made 
833 miles. The latest 2-hour record, 
made on the Brighton track, was 1191 
miles, which shows the marveleus de- 
velopment of the metor car, fer we 
were going at best speed both times 

“I am having a special Buick -built 
for use next season that will epen the

used only in special free-for-all events, 
where a stock car is not specified. It

I can make 150 miles an hour in it 
without trying. The car I drive now 
is strictly a stock car—that is, a car 
like all the other cars of the same 
model that is turned out. 

“There is a general impressien that 
a circular track is very dangerous for 
automobile racing. That is not my ex- 
I prefer a circular track every 
time. On it the danger is entirely up 
to the driver, and if he is careful he 
can negotiate the turns se as to pre- 
vent accidents. This is net the case in 
road races or on tracks of another 
shape. The ideal track would be one 
absolutely round and a mile distance. 
They are building such a track at New- 
ark, N. J. St. Louis should have such 
a track. It would furnish fine sport 
for the public, and it would help along 
the automobile business immensely.”

The stockholders of 
the old company organized a company 
among themselves to pipe the gas to 
Kansas City for the el@ company to dis- 
tribute. 

Kansas City Companies. 

Twe cempanies supply natural gas to 
that city. They ate “corporation sis- 
ters.” The Kansas City (Me.) Gas Co. 
holds the franchise in the city, while 
the Kansas Natural Gas Co. supplies 
the gas from the fields of Southern Kan- 
sas. They are owned by the same hold- 
ing company. 

The consumers ef Kansas City, it is 
declared, never have enough gas to heat 
their houses in colaé winter weather. 
There have been three or four days al- 
ready this season when Kansas City 
was practically witheut gas, according 
to a news telegram to the Post-Dis- 
patch. In the nortiwestern part of the 
city, farthest from the place where the 
gas enters town, there has not been 
enough gas on thé cold days to supply 
light, not to speak of the heating fur- 
naces which use gas for fuel.

of $62,000,uv0 in that single deal. In the famous 
watering of the Chicago & Alton stock, when 
millions of securities were made apparently out 
of nothing, Mr. Harriman and his friends made 
$18,000,0vuv cash. 

Shippers and passengers over the Chicago & 
Alton are still paying for that deal in the inter- 
est and dividends on the bonds and stock which 
Mr. Harriman issued. So it is with his profits in 
speculation. The shippers and passengers pay 
the bills and the_public also contributes through 
its losses when it speculates in Wall street. His 
salaries, of course, came out of the earnings of 
the roads, out of the toll they collected from 
every man who bought an article that was ever 
in any form shipped over those roads. 

The Harriman fortune was drawn from the 
public alorg 27,529 miles of railroad. The back- 
bone of this great system is the Union Pacific 
Railroad, stretching from Omaha and Kansas 
City to the Pacific coast, and the Southern Pa- 
cific, connecting New Orleans and San Fran- 
cisco. To these the railroad wizard added the 
Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul, the Illinois Cen- 
tral, connecting Chicago and St. Louis with the 
gulf; the Erie, completing the transcontinental 
system to New York; the Delaware & Hudeon, 
with its rich coal fields; the Baltimore & Ohio, 
the Central of Georgia and many minor roads. 

To hits millions of stock and bonds in these 
roads he added heavy investments’ in New York 
Central, Santa Fe, Wabash and Chicago North- 
western, making himself potent in shaping the 
destinies of these great systems. 


It took only 10 years tor Mr. Harriman to gath- 
ér his $200,000,000, with all these roads pouring 
their golden streams in upon him. Mrs. Harri- 
man is powerless to stop the flood, even tnough 
she wished to, and what her fortune will be in 
another 10 years must be left to the imagination. 
Her husband perfected a system which collects 
tol] automatically, and you pay almost without 
knowing it, s6 cunningly is the payment hidden. 
In the morning you have oranges or grapes on 
your table for breakfast. They came irom Cali- 
fornia and a Southern Pacific fruit train, be- 
longing to the Harriman system, brought them 
most of the Way to you. You paid your grocer 
perhaps 60 cents a basket for the s or 40 
cénts a dozen for the oranges. You didn't think 
about it, but in that amount is the freight on 
the frult from far-away California and eventually 
Mrs. Harriman will get her share of what you 
paid in div.uénds on her Southern Pacific stock. 
At lunch perhaps you drink a cup of tea that 
came from Japan.

brought these articles from Nev Orleans or 
other Southern points. You didn’t pay the 
fright directly, but the shipper did, and he added 
the freight cost to the price of the food. Thus you 
paid the bill.finally. Mrs. Harriman will get her 
share. 

Your furniture may have been made in Grand 
Rapids, Mich. It was probably shipped by way of 
Chicago to you and Mrs. Harriman’s varied stock 
holdings would make it difficult for her to escape 
getting a bit of the price you pafu for the furni- 
ture. 

The clothing you wear must have traveled as 
freight at some time in its existence. If it was 
made in the East and came to you over the Erie, 
the Baltimore & Ohio or the New York Central 


lines, Mrs. Harriman gets part of what you paid 
for it. 

If there is cotton in it, probably the Central] of 
Georgia Railroad, which Mr. Harriman bought 
outright personally, carried that cotton from the 
field part of the way to the mills. If it is all 
wool and was sheared from the backs of sheep 
in Montana, the chances are good that it. rode 
over the Union Pacific or some other Harriman 
line to the factory. 

So the toll collecting goes on to touch almost 
all you have. The roads which Mr. Harriman 
controlled gridiron the country and gather their 
gold from almost every man, woman and child. 
Wheat and flour, corn and cattle, cotton and wool, 
fruit and rare products of the.

Mr. Harriman spent 
more than 200,000,000 on new roadbeds, new cars 
and new engines. He rebuilt the roads. Timid 
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sete “be declaring 10 per cent dividends when 


directors trembled at the chances taken in spend- 
ing so much money. 

But Mr. Harriman thought the public would pay 
it back. And nobody ever accused the Harriman 
roads of ‘aking Iess than theypycould get. Their 
rule is to charge all the traffic will bear. Prof. 
Parsons, in his book on “The Railways, .the 
Trusts and the People,” says: 

“IT was told in California that the Southern 
Pacific has made a practice for many years of 
fixing rates on the basis of squeezing out all that 
the business can pay. They investigate the rich- 
ness of ores and tne value of beans, prunes, po- 
tatoes, find out how much the shipper can pay 
without 
freight rates at the level that will just leave his 
head above water. 

“For example potatoes were 25 cents a bushel 
in Oregon and would bring $2.50 in Los Angeles; 
so the railroads made the freight $2.10 a bushel, 
leaving the shipper just enough margin to keep 
him moving.” 

While charging all the public can pay, the Har- 
riman roads are also cutting expenses to the min- 
imum.

ISS CHARLOTTE MANSFIELD, author 
MV and traveler, had the best of motives for 

the daring journey through Rhodesia and 
British Central Africa from which she lately re- 
turned. 

“For a long time,” this plucky English woman 
told an interviewer who asked her what led her 
to venture alone into.the country of the blacks, 
“T have been saddened by the misery | have seen 
around me in London, and from the letters | have 
received from people in dire poverty, asking 
what they could do—how they could ge. bread—I 
made up my mind to find out what chance there 
was in Rhodesia for emigrants. I thought a re- 
port of conditions there from a woman’s point 
of view might be helpful.” 

Miss Mansfield left London last January, with 
only the protestations of her friends to speed 
her. They thought: her undertaking perilous, and 
put hér on her mettle by prophesying all sorts of 
calamities, In 16 days she was at Cape Town, 
and went on to Bulawayo, where she -iade $100 
for the Loyal Women’s Guild by giviny the first 
lecture ever given by a woman in sthodesia. 

Rains and floods detained the traveler on her 
way into tne interior. At Kafme the floods were 
so bad that her coach had to be detached from 
the engine and drawn. by natives. It must have 
been a picturesque sight—100 blacks splashing 
with the coach. through the millions of water 
lilies with which the flooded fields were covered. 
At Broken Hil] ended the railroac, and such civ- 
ilization as that might mean, and Miss Mansfiels» 
got together her ulendo, or caravan. I"i{ty native 
boys made it up, and for a iittle while one white 
boy; but as soon as she had picked up some nec- 
essary words and pnrases she dispensed with the 
latter. 

Then on to the wilds where no white man was 
she went, sometimes walking, sometimes carried 
in the machilo, a kind of hammock swung on 
poles. Just before reaching Abercorn, which is 
540 miles from the end of the raliroad, she was 
struck down by a bad attack of fever. Also she 
was badly scared by a lion, which suddenly ap- 
peared on a veldt of which she supposed she and 
her little doe were the only occupants. Perhaps 
he had neve: seen a White woman before and 
was as frightened as she; anyhow, the king of 
beasts ignobly scuttled off. 

She confessed that on leaving Broken Hill she

was nervous at the thought that she, a woman, 
was alone with 50 b'acks. “I have. always been 
afraid of the dark,” she said, ‘and the first night 
we camped, when my 12 machila boys had put 
up my tent, and I had washed and put on a fur 
coat—for, though it was Africa, it was bitterly 
cold when the sun went down—and when | had 
eaten and was settling down, I made up my mind 
to keep my candles burning all night. But I soon 
saw I couldn't make my s*tock of candles last at 
that rate, so I slept in the dark thereafter, con- 
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quering my fears. Of course, I had a revolver 
close at hand.”’ 

Miss Mansfield’s journey included many visits 
to native villages, where the people, many o 
whom had never seen anyone of her race before, 
came about her in flocks, eager to know what a 
“white doona” was like.

But it must not be forgotten that 
in a strike movement the ranks of 
the anarchists would form a serious 
danger, as they advocate every sort 
of violence against any master—such 
as the destruction of harbors -and 
stores, and, if necessary, the wreck- 
age of machinery, plant and even 
buildings.

Everything which pleased 
its fancy fell beneath that whim, including even 
those things which were its chief prdtection. And 
then, the snake, hated creature of the slime, 
with the weapon of its poisonous fangs, ascended 
to the tnrone of the universe. This was the rep- 
tilian age, when the snake, with its like-broth- 
ers, the lizard and the turtle, swayed the hap-

“Scientists have named this the Pterodactyl 
period. The reptile was the chief ruler, under 
him lived subjects of huge size.

Mr. Walmsley said recently, “but it isn’t. It 1s 
simply the result of scientific research and the 
conclusions that must follow a thorough knowl- 
e(ge of the condition of things.

But gradually is coming the time 
when the insect will rule and néither man nor 
mammal will exist. Animal life has had.a long 
reign. It is drawing to a close now and, no one 
knows how soon the scepter must be handed to 
the insects which are fast encroaching upon his 
domiriion of the air, the earth and the waters of 
the earth, and all that is in them. 


“And the time fs close, for the insetts which are 
destined to become the successor of man are now 
increasing in such great mumbers and are be- 
coming so vicious that should the feeble bars 
which now hold them dad are gradually yielding 
check be suddenly thrown aside, they would be in 
a position to wipe out the whole world in a fort- 


night.

“The failing of the power of everything that 
has ruled the earth in the past has been caused 
by the destrucffon of the agencies which protected 
it, and the reign of the mammal will be shorter 
than any of those because man is carrying on an 
erroneous warfare against the insect. He has not 
as yet learned, or rather he is so selfish 

not jearn, the way to destroy the insect. 


this great problem, or at least he is not studying. 


with all things placed on earth for his personal 
pleasure and gratification, is evidence of his un- 
fitness to continue as the ruling power. It always 
has been this form of arrogance that has de- 
stroyed the capacity of the reigning animal to 
continue. Suffering this delusion, he goes on his 
way, devouring and destroying, tearing down and 
digging up and changing his beauteous paradise 
of differentiated life into a desert of pain and 
unhappiness. His destruction of the forest and 
the birds is fast calling to a close his own ex- 
istence, yet in a desire for everything which he 
believes will add to his happines he heeds not the 
warning signal that is thrown in front of his eyes 
every day that he lives. 

“He cares not that the bird lives, if only he can 
utilize it as an embellishment or an edible. Man 
thinks in his egotism that the beautiful feathers 
which have been bestowed upon the birds are 
there only for his decoration and its flesh for 
his diet. The plumage of practically every bird 
has been confiscated by man and this cannot be 
done without the destruction of these birds, his 
only practical protection from the agencies which, 
if he keeps up his practice, will eventually de- 
stroy him. 

“He has kept up the practice of killing until 
the swift, the swallow, the martin and the night- 
hawk are now very rare. These birds soar in 
the air, darting about with the agility of a cat 
on the ground. They make a good target for man 
who, with the murderous gun tests his eyes and 
his nerves to the sacrifice of his best friend, while 


the mosquito, known to be of no good whatever, 
is practically unmolested and already is becom- 
ing one of the greatest plagues known to man- 
kind. If the families of birds which feed upon 
them were removed there would not be a human 
being in the United States in 90 days. Yet the 
number of these birds which protect us have been 
decreased 60 per cent in the last 15 years. 

“Man uses the nighthawk and the swift for trap 
shooting. They make excellent targets, as their 
habit is ta fly and dart around far above our 
heads, seld@m lighting. As a result of the practice 
these birds are being brought to extinction, while 
the martin is quickly dying out as a result of 
cats which have an easy access to their nests. The 
mean sparrow, which, by the way, was brought 
to the United States and is more of 8 menace 
than good, drives tne martin and swift from their 
nests, and small boys come in for their share 
of the murdering, too. 

“The diet of these birds is principally mosqui- 
toes, and while we are attempting to rid ourselves 
of this pestilence, we are destroying our best 
means of doing so. 

“It has not been so very long since the park 
boards of various cities covered the lakes and 
ponds with oil, thinking that this would kill the 
mosquito. In reality, this oil put an end to the 
dragon flies and other mediums by which the 
mosquitoes were really being exterminated, while 
the mosquito was not feased. 

“This man-killing insect does not breed in the 
bodies of water where the wind disturbs the sur- 
face. The rain barrel, the old cistern and open 
sewer are the breeding places of the mosquito, as 
they are protected from the wind which destroys 
the’ eggs amd young of the insect. The young 
mosquito, coMmonly known as the wiggletail, ex- 
ists only in the still waters where it can come to 
the surface, tmmolested by disturbing waves, to 
get air. If these places were covered with kero- 
sene, the destruction of mosquitoes’ eggs and the 
young would be certain. 

“Scientists have proved these facts, but the 
ignorant members of mankind have assumed 
therefore that it would be a benefit to oil ajf 
water, and the park and health boards of the com- 
munities havé had all lakes and ponds, in which 
no mosquitoes ever breed, oiled, thereby killing 
the dragon flies and fish, which are the enemies 
of the mosquito. These checks being removed, 
the mosquito multiplies, breeding in sewer traps, 
rain barrels amd cisterns of the cities, to the 
destruction of man. During some weeks of the 
past summer doubled in numbers throughout 
Canada, New Jersey and England, carrying dis- 
ease and the death of man with them. 

“While the mosquito is our worst plague, he has 
a rival for the destruction of man in the aphis, 
known in unseléntific parlance as the plant louse 
or green bug.

The aphis has been 
especially noticed during the past two summers.

Always face the audience, but try 
to see no one beyond the footlights. 

Don’t ever think that any part is 
too hard for you. Study it first and 
then let those who rehearse you dis- 
cover your defects. 

Listen intently to the others on the 
stage and take your cues without de- 
lay. A stage wait of half a second 
seems to an audience like half an 
hour. 

’ Know- your part so well that you 

-will not have to think of it while 
others are delivering their lines, 

Don't permit your hands to lle idle 
while you talk. Have a gesture for 
each sentence and practice gesticula- 
tion as earnestly as you read your 
lines. Don’t let your arms heng! 

Don’t think that because space 
separates you from your hearers that 
you should.talk loudly. Always ex- 
ércise your natura] tone. . 

n’t talk lower than your natural

Don’t m any effort to regulate 
your. into or your detonation.

Don't dress according to. your own 
taste. Study the craracter you are 
to play and then dress it the 
you feel he or she would have dressed 
were he or she playing instead of 
you.’ 

Don't try to improve lines. 

Don't feel that all eyes in the audi- 
ence are always on you, ‘i'ry to feel 
that you are alone and that no one 
is looking at you. 

Act naturally. 

ye: smile unless your heart calls 

Don’t let flattery turn your head. 
Fiattery and death are the two great 
destroyers of stage artists. 

And remember above all that ambi- 
tion does not always make great 
actresses. To become a great actregs 
the girl studen* must have the making 
of a great actress in her. 

It is almost impossible to lay down 
a chart of set rules for the guidance of 
amateur actresses who take part in 
private theatricals. Primarily, much 
depends upon whether the tyro 
aspires for the, stellar professional 
ho..ors or whether it is her desire to 

ibit her perfections, or imperfec- 
tions in that strata known as “parlor 
entertainment.” 
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does the professional house of instruc, 
tion. student at school neces- 
sarily thinks she is not able to learn 
the calling of her own will and for 
that reason she seeks the aid of the 
instructor. The girl who takes part 
in private theatricals necessarily is 
ambitious when ber head is set that 
way, and therefore she is apt to learn 
the quicker. 

Study, though, and it matters not 
how industrious the student may ‘he, 
will never teach more than the ele- 
mentary principle and proper associa- 
tion after that is the only means to 
the end. 

I would acvise that every girl who 
attempts the profession as a profes- 
sion—and I advise all not to attempt 
it—first to gain great confidence in 
her own ability. Let her become im- 
bued with the idea that her talents 
are greater than the greatest of all 
actresses, vut let her not show her 
feelings in public lest she be accused 
of vanity. 

Next, she must believethat eventu- 
ally she can play any role equal to its 
best exponent and then let her strive 
‘to outde the woman who is her ides! 
as an s. She should never, how- 
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ever, under any circumstance, o4n- 
deavor to copy an artist, for the key- 
note of success today is originality. 
Ehe may eventually bcome as great 
as Bernhardt in dramatic roles, or 
she may, in time, be able to sing as 
well as Melba, but if she copies either 
wf these artists it will tell again~t her, 
even if she should raise to the top of 
the profession. Her work will be 
noticed by every audience and when- 
ever there is a similarity it will sure- 
ly be pointed out by her critics and 
her hearers, who, after all, are the 


best critics. 
A finer dnd much more palata- 
ble if the egg used “to hold it 
together” is beaten separately.

Once a month should be often 
enough for a thorough going over of 
the silvér, If it tarnishes so much 
olishing is 2ec- 
essary, it may be that there is an 
escape of gas ih the house, 

In drying silver, spread out a towel 
on which to lay the pieces. This is 
conan to quiet and prevents rub-

‘Steel knives with bone handles are 
not seen on tables as.much ag is de- 
sirable, as they are a ‘comfort in cut- 
ting meats. In caring for them never 
let the handles lie in hot water, It 
causes. them to crack. The same 
ls true of pearl-handled Fnives, the 
noride of many a woman's heart.

the blades with a damp cloth. 

Cut glass breaks easily, so avoid 
extremes of temperature in using or 
cleansing it. When serving punch 
from a punch bowl, never put a piece 
of ice into the empty bowl. Aiways 
put in first a little punch or water. 
Otherwise the sudden chill may cause 
the glass to crack. A brush is an aid 
in cleaning cut glass: Tissue paper 
may be used in polishing it.

The entire house is finished in oak, oiled and 
without varnish or stains. The floors are inlaid. 
The walls, where the imported tapestries do not 
completely cover them, are tinted, carmfne, a soft 
rose color and Pompelian red and moss green. The 
dining room walls are white.
